Real Talk: Fake Weapons Are a Safety Concern for Police and Community

it out of his hand. It was determined
that the teen’s weapon was a BB gun
replica.

On another 9-1-1 call, a fake
weapon was used in the attempted
robbery of a convenience store.
Officers ordered the man to drop the
weapon and he did. He was appre-
hended by police and charged with
robbery.

Arlington detectives say fake

They look like the real thing.
Even veteran officers have to look
close to determine if the weapon
in front of them is real or fake.

Across the country, police
officers are seeing more crimes
being committed with imitation
weapons. Arlington is not
immune from this public safety
problem.

An officer sitting in his patrol
car in April was approached by
a teen with a weapon. Police
reports say the 15-year-old
pointed his weapon at the officer
who was able to quickly knock

When caught with a fake weapon, the
crime is as severe as illegally possessing a
real weapon.

APD Media Sergeant Vanessa Harrison
said the threat to public safety is real.

“Our message to the community is
help us be advocates for stronger
legislation that restricts the sale and
manufacturing of replica guns. We want
parents and guardians to talk with their
children about gun safety and the risks
involved with possessing a BB gun.”

Officer Morgan has spent most of his 30 years on
patrol except for an 8-year stint as a detective. He
reports for duty everyday as a Day Shift Patrol
Officer in the East Police District.
